Dear Sir 


As several times I have sent bars of metallic silver to the mint for its equivalent in money 
and I have noticed a wide discrepancy in the returns and my estimate of the value of the metal. It 
seems that every time a certain party (whose handwriting is noticed) writes the memorandum 
there is a shortage and I have noticed particularly that in one instance where a different party 
filled out the memorandum the results turned out satisfactorily.
